Finally, interest at the conference in psychoenergetics research 
and related brain research was so high that the Executive Comittee of 
the IKE SMC (Systems, Man, and Cybernetics Society) group formed a 
: subgroup "Rioeyberneties," devoted speetfically to investigation of man 
and his capabilities, viewed as a Biocyhernetic System,

work oat SRI jas eangondored negative reactions in. sone quarters, we should 
not lose sight of the fact that, by and large, the informed majority of 
the scientific and lay communities continue to respond in a very favorable 
vein, 
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
